REVIVAL OF CONFIDENCE IS NEEDED, LANDON STATES 


Topeka, Kas., May 8 (JP)—The 
nation had a broad hint from 
Gov . Alf M. Landon today that 
the coming presidential cam­ 
paign will be “ no pink tea 
affair” if he receiv es the Repub­ 
lican nomination. 
Mix ing in criticism of the 
Roosev elt 
administration, 
the 
gov ernor gav e his own ideas on 
issues of the contest in a radio 
interv iew at the ex ecutiv e resi­ 
dence last night with H. V. Kal- 
tenborn, political commentator. 
It was broadcast nationally . 
What the nation needs most, 
Landon said, is a rev iv al of con­ 
fidence. He assailed the New Deal 
as betray ing “ our high national 
ideals” with “ wasteful slipshod, 


incompetent, 
happy -go-lucky 
administration,” and aid “ prog­ 
ressiv e 
gov ernment 
deserv es 
something better than casual ex ­ 
periments.” 
The “ pink tea” remark came 
when Kaltenbom asked the gov ­ 
ernor whether he would make a 
“ real fighting campaign” if he 
were nominated. 
Landon replied: “ Well, that all 
depends on how y ou judge a 
man. Some people judge a man 
by the amount of talking he does. 
Other people judge him by what 
he gets done. . . as to a fighting 
campaign, well y ou can nev er tell 
how a horse will work until y ou 
hitch him up. 
“ The returns of the last two 


Kansas elections might answer 
that question. I don’t think any ­ 
one ev er considered our political 
campaigns in Kansas as pink tea 
affairs.” 
The interv iew was Landon’s 
first ex tensiv e public discussion 
of national issues since his Kan­ 
sas Day address J anuary 29. 


After accusing the present ad­ 
ministration of “ heedless retard­ 
ing of recov ery ” Landon said: 
“ I believ e that the real issue 
before the American people to­ 
day is not whether y ou are better 
off now than y ou were in 1933; 
the real question and issue is 
this: Hav e we made as much 
progress hi coming out of this 


depression as y ou hav e a reason­ 
able right to ex pect? ” 
Asked how he thought confi­ 
dence could be restored, the 
Kansas ex ecutiv e replied “ I be­ 
liev e that a presidential cam­ 
paign can be made a great 
mean of public education. One 
that will inform the public and 
giv e the people a chance to study 
and understand what the real is­ 
sues are. 
“ You must realize that for 
three and one-half y eafs, we 
hav e had only one side of the 
story . We’v e been up against the 
greatest 
political 
propaganda 
machine that the country has 
ev er seen. And the worst of it is 
it is being paid for out of the 
public treasury .”

Under the leadership o f Rep­ 
resentativ e Snell 
(R., N. Y.), 
abo ut 50 ho use Republicans held 
a two -ho ur caucus la st night, 
after which Snell read to news­ 
papermen

sta tem ent

their po sitio n: 


“ 1 — we believ e in adequate 
appro priatio ns fo r the relief o f 
the suffering and npedy peo ple 
in ev ery co mmunity . 
“ 2 — We demand tha t the dis­ 
tributio n o f relief funds be im ­ 
mediately div o rced fro m po litical 
co ntro l. 
“ 3 — We adv o cate tha t all re­ 
lief funds as far as the federal 
go v ernment is co ncerned sho uld 
be by grants to the sev eral states 
and administered by no n-pa rti­ 
san co mmittees in lo cal co m­ 
munities. 
“ 4 — We believ e this pro gram 
o f administering relief will sav e 
fro m 25 to 5 0 per cent o f pres­ 
ent ex penditures and result in 
mo re adequate and efficient re­ 
lief o f needy and deserv ing citi­ 
zens.”

ETHIOPIANS ROUTED 
Emperor Haille Selassie has abdicated or at 
least fled from his cou ntry to safety and his cap­ 
ital has been occu pied by Italian forces. The­ 
oretically this means tha t Italy has conq u ered 
Ethiopia. Bu t ju st whether or not this is the 
case remains to be seen. 
There is no q u estion bu t that all organized re­ 
sistance has been brok en and only the danger 
of gu erilla warfare remains as a threat to the 
Italian occu pation of the former little k ingdom. 
B u t will Italy be able to consolidate its position 
and reap the sou ght after reward of agricu ltu ral 
and mineral wealth from the regions of the 
cou ntry ? 
Italy is hard pressed financially and does not 
hav e the means of ex ploiting the resou rces of 
the conq u ered territory . Seriou s problems m u st 
be solv ed aj; home before those of conq u ested 
territory can be considered seriou sly . 
The world has resented the Italian inv asion of 
Ethiopia from the start becau se of the inju stice 
of the act bu t no cou ntry , with the possible ex ­ 
ception of England, env ies the reward of the con­ 
q u est. England is pertu rbed becau se the occu ­ 
pation threatens the welfare of English posses­ 
sions. The seriou s aspects of the su ccess in the 
v entu re is the complete collapse of the sy stem of 
collectiv e secu rity as set u p u nder the Leagu e of 
Nations. The Leagu e, regardless of all threats 
and sanctions applied, was helpless tox prev ent 
the ambitions of Mu ssolini. This latest defiance 
of the power of the Leagu e cou pled with the 
u tter disregard of Japan and Germany in the 
acts of those two cou ntries that were hostile to 
the interests of members, hav e practically k illed 
the effectiv eness of the international body . 
The bu rden of safety has been sq u arely set 
back in the lap of indiv idu al defense of each 
cou ntry of the world. The weak and helpless are 
doomed to su ffer and the powerfu l and arrogant 
will continu e to ply their belligerent and wanton 
aggression to the objectiv e of their selfish ends.

The rov ing crook , the motor bandit, 
the confidence man, and ev ery other u nworthy 
m an who pick s a liv ing ou tside the law will con­ 
demn the identification card as an u nw arranted 
assau lt on personal liberty . Bu t the plan m ight 
driv e more crook s back to honesty than all the 
prisons in the cou ntry . At least, it wou ld be well 
worth try ing.
